ANNUAL MEETING The annual meeting of the Population As- 

OF THE sociation of America was held at Prince- 

POPULATION ASSOCIATION ton, New Jersey, on Saturday andSunday, 

May 28 and 29, 1949. There were two 

sessions on fertility, and one each on current problems, resources, and 
tools for research. 


The first session, under the chairmanship of Dorothy S. Thomas 
of the University of Pennsylvania, dealt with "The Application of Demo- 
graphic Datato Current Problems." Seymour L. Wolfbein,of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, opened the session with a paper on "The Length of 
Working Life." In common with the conventional life table, the table of 
working life considers an initial group of 100,000 persons at birth and 
follows it through life, subject to a pattern of attrition determined by a 
specified set of mortality rates. (See front cover chart.) Beginning at 
age 14, the life-table population is exposed to the probabilities of acces- 
sion and of separation from the labor force at different ages. Age-specific 
rates of labor force participation were developed from census data for 
April, 1940. Net rates of accession and separation from the labor force 
were then derived from the differences in successive worker rates. In 
dividing separations into those due to death and those due to "retirement," 
which includes all causes other than death, it was necessary, for lack of 
differential mortality rates for members and non-members of the labor 
force, toassume that age-specific death rates for men in the labor force 
approximated those for the general population. In 1940,the average male 
worker age 20 had a life expectancy of 46.8 additional years and alabor 
force life expectancy of 41.1 years. Thus he could look forward to an 
average of almost 6 years of life in retirement. In recent decades there 
has been a constant tendency for working -life expectancy to lag behind the 
extension of the life span, although between 1940 and 1947 this trend halted, 
at least temporarily. Rural labor force life is, in general, longer than 
urban, starting sooner and ending later. At age 20 the labor-life expec- 
tancy for nonwhites is less than that for whites because of the higher 
mortality rates for nonwhites between the ages of 20 and 50. Wolfbein 
noted that the method used in estimating the future working-life span in 
the present paper is only one of several alternatives. The average num- 
ber of remaining years of labor force participation could have been cal- 
culated by relating total remaining labor force participation to the total 
number of persons living rather than to persons in the labor force. 


The discussion of Wolfbein's paper was begun by A. J. Jaffe of the 
Bureau of the Census, who suggested that the difference between life ex- 
pectation and labor force expectation for an individual would be an index 
of planes of living that could be used to compare diverse cultures and 
economies. Another useful direction of research might be the preparation 
of working-life tables by occupation or by groups of occupations. With 
respect to the problem of how the probabilities used in a working-life 
table should be calculated, Jaffe indicated that there is probably no one 
most desirable way, and that to date there has been no attempt to work 
out the structure of the various alternatives. 


In the general discussion that followed, it was noted that inthe 
preparation of life tables by occupation great difficulty arises from the 
fact that one individual may work at many different jobs during his life- 
time. Attention of the group was drawn to the fact that much work on 
life tables already published in actuarial journals seems not to have been 
fully utilized bythe demographers. The possible usefulness of generation 
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retirement rates instead of annual rates was suggested, with the further 
comment that in areas where work is not considered particularly unde- 
sirable length of retirement as an index of planes of living is of dubious 
value. A possible use for Wolfbein's approach was seen in the study of 
the demographic effects of economic progress in underdeveloped areas, 
since anincrease in population might actually increase per capita income 
if the additions to person-years lived occurred primarily in the produc- 
tive years of life. It was added, however, that whereas health advances 
may save many individuals from dying at a very early age, the problem 
of supporting those persons until they can work may be serious. It was 
suggested that since the concept of retirement is different in different 
censuses and for different occupational groups the number of persons 
shown by the working-life table as being still in the labor force after age 
75 may not be meaningful. Wolfbein noted that the discussion had centered 
largely on extensions and applications of the working-life materials to 
specific applications. The possibility was recognized that it may be nec- 
essary todo more research on the pattern of working life among occupa- 
tions rather than on length of working life. 


"Total Marital Dissolutions in the United States: Relative Impor- 
tance of Mortality and Divorce" was the subject of the second paper, by 
Paul H. Jacobson of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. Because 
much of the information that would be desirable in a study of marriage 
and divorce is not available, the paper was based upon estimates of the 
patterns of recenttrends. Since 1867 the divorce rate has increased al- 
most without interruption from a level of somewhat less than 2 per 1,000 
married couples per year to a rate, at the time of Pearl Harbor, of al- 
most 10 per 1,000. The number of divorces per 1,000 married couples 
per year, however, does not give the complete pattern of what is happen- 
ing to the American family. While legal dissolutions of marriages have 
increasedin frequency, the importance of death as a cause of dissolution 
of marriage has been decreasing. If dissolutions by deaths and divorces 
are considered together, and the periods of the two World Wars are ex- 
cluded, the trend of marital dissolutions was downward from 1890 to 1915, 
and relatively stationary thereafter. Divorces, considered as a percen- 
tage of the total marital dissolutions, rose from 9 per cent in 1890 to 30 
per cent in 1941, and to a little less than 50 per cent in 1946, with a de- 
cline to 38 per centin 1948. A study of divorce rates by duration of mar- 
riage reveals that according to the experience of 1947 the divorce rate 
reached its maximum in the third year of marriage at 30 per thousand, 
and thereafter declined throughout the marital life span. Beginning at the 
thirteenth year of marriage, deaths exceeded divorces as acause of mari- 
taldissolution. The total dissolution rate obtained by combining divorce 
and death rates may be indicated by a modified form of U-curve that rises 
rapidly to a peak of almost 40 per thousand in the third year of marriage, 
declines rapidly through the eighth year, and rises again after the twenti- 
eth year. A study of divorces for the cohort of couples married in 1923 
showed that current rates are higher than those experienced by that co- 
hort. If the general rise in divorce rates is taken into account, it would 
seem that somewhat more than one-fourth, but less than one-third, of the 
marriages contracted inthe prewar years will eventually be ended by di- 
vorce or annulment. 


The discussant for Jacobson's paper was Samuel C. Newman of 
the National Office of Vital Statistics, who commented upon the sparsity 
of data on marriage and divorce, and indicated that marital status data 
and vital statistics data must be used as complements to each other. 
Newman recalled that in connection with a symposium on housing, Hauser 
and Jaffe had estimated the number of normal families broken by divorce 
between 1930 and 1940, and that their conclusions were similar to those 
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of Jacobson. The discussion from the floor brought out the fact that in 
evaluating dissolution of families there is a great gap in data with re- 
spect to separation. Divorce itself is not a perfect index of the stability 
of the family over time but it is difficult to know whether a couple has 
permanently separated unless there is a divorce. The complications 
arising in countries such as those of Latin America, where a large pro- 
portion of marriages are consensual rather than legal, were mentioned, 
with the added comment that it is difficult to get any reporting of sepa- 
ration in such areas. 


The third speaker was Christopher Tietze of the National Commit- 
tee on Maternal Health, who reportedon "A Series of Illegal Abortions In- 
duced by Physicians." Tietze's dataconcerned 363 cases of illegal abor- 
tion by private specialists in a large Fastern city in 1948. Of the 363 
women, presumably from a fairly high income-level group, 102 were 
single, 180 married, and 81 previously married. The average age was 
28.6 years, the single women tending to be the younger. Almost half of 
the group had never borne a child, the average number of children ever 
born being 1.09 for the group as a whole and 1.68 forthe married. Study 
of the cases by parity suggested that in this group abortion was used pri- 
marily not for child spacing but for limiting the ultimate size of the fam- 
ily. Abortion seemed also to be used by younger women not yet desirous 
of raising a family. 


The first of two sessions on fertility was held Saturday afternoon, 
under the chairmanship of Rudolf Heberle of Louisiana State University. 
The general topic for this session was "Value Systems and Human Fertil- 
ity." In the first paper, Irene B. Taeuber, of Princeton University, dis- 
cussed the relationship between the facts of population size, composition, 
and growth and the classic value theories of the East. Taeuber stated 
that even the inadequate current materials suggest that the thesis of max- 
imum potential reproduction generating populations that press-against the 
physical limits of subsistence is not adequate. Mortality and fertility are 
functions of eagh other and both are intermeshed with ways of living and 
working. In attempting to formulate generalizations about the past, the 
experience of non-literate populations must be used with caution since 
these groups are by definition those whose reproductive mores were in- 
sufficient to permit a great increase in numbers under the conditions of 
living and dying that existed. The illusion of simplicity and uniformity 
in the demographic past and presentis not justified. The essential aspect 
of the reproductive mores of the East is not high fertility, as such, but 
the combination of ethical and cultural views aimed not at production of 
babies but at preservation of the living. Though the reproductive patterns 
of the East are indeed resistant to change, there was evidence of severe 
strains even prior to contact with the West. The rapidity of change is 
the critical question for the future. Both traditionally verbalized values 
and reproductive behavior are susceptible to research. 


The second paper, by Josiah C. Russell of the University of New 
Mexico, treated "Demographic Values in the Middle Ages." Two sets of 
demographic values were distinguished, one presented by the Church and 
based on the supreme worth of the human soul; the other, the standards 
of the laity, founded upon the superior value of human dignity. In prac- 
tice divergence between them is evident in few particulars. Fourforms 
of allegiance were considered: allegiance to church, individual, family, 
and state. On the one hand the influence of the Church produced a great 
intellectual and social loss through the celibacy of the clergy, while on 
the other hand church teaching tended to increase population by empha- 
sizing the right of each soul once created to continue undisturbed. For 
the individual, life was organized around the medieval village in which 











the principle that a man should not marry unless he had sufficient hold- 
ings to support his family operated as a fairly effective check upon pop- 
ulation increase. The family was subordinate to the church and to the 
individual, but served a function both as part of the larger unit, the manor, 
and as a group in which each member with any strength or intellect con- 
tributed to the support of the group as a whole. The state, finally, made 
few demands upon the citizen. Indeed, no powerful state existed whose 
influence upon the population might have been significant. The net result 
of the value system existing in the Middle Ages wasa remarkably stable, 
if slowly increasing, population. 


The third speaker was the Reverend William J. Gibbons,S.J., who 
discussed "The Catholic Value System in Relation to Human Fertility." 
Gibbons stated that Catholic thinking considers human fertility a factor 
that must be studied in the light of the unity of man. The moral and so- 
cial sciences deal with man from two points of view, the latter being con- 
cerned with what is and the former with what ought to be. The Catholic 
assumes the Church to be in a position to make definitive judgments as 
to moral conduct, and the rules set forth by the Church are obligatory 
upon man. Further, the essentials of Catholic belief remain unchanged. 
The Church never reverses itself on moral principles, for the Church 
does not make truth but merely clarifies what is alreadytrue. The Church 
believes in the rational use of sex. Since the sex organs and psychic re- 
actions of man are oriented toward one end, reproduction, the duty to re- 
produce is incumbent upon the race, though not upon every individual 
member thereof. There are other legitimate ends of marriage than re- 
production, but the Church makesit clear that the primary end is neither 
to be deniedin principle nor positively excluded in practice. The Church 
has made pronouncements upon various specific means of regulating fer- 
tility. Direct sterilization, whether for eugenic or for simple birth con- 
trol purposes, is outside the moral pale so far as Catholics are concerned. 
So, also, is contraception by mechanical or chemical means. This is not 
a new problem for the Church, but one that has lately become more im- 
portant because of the wider availability of contraceptive materials. The 
"rhythm" methodis neither to be entirely prohibited nor oferwhelmingly 
favored. There are valid reasons for periodic continence, such as the 
health of the mother, or inability to support the child, but a desire to 
avoid children altogether is not countenanced. It is the motivation that 
is important. The Church does recognize that some countries are over- 
populated and looks to the better use of natural resources and the freer 
movement of peoples as means of correcting this situation. Whether these 
remedies are adequate, the Church does not attempt to say, but the Church 
does state that men may not resort to unacceptable means to limit popu- 
lation, and that they have an obligation to work for increased productivity 
and more equitable distribution of material wealth. Concerned first with 
spiritual welfare, the Church does not want to see the family undermined 
or individuals exposed to the danger of unchastity. Finally, the Church 
is not opposed to research on demographic and fertility problems so long 
as regard is had for ethical values. 


Abbas Ammar, of the United Nations Division of Economic Affairs, 
who was scheduled to give the fourth paper of the afternoon, "The Moslem 
Position in Relation to Human Fertility," was not able to be present. 


In opening the discussion of the afternoon's papers, Kingsley 
Davis, of Columbia University,noted that demographers have been inclined 
either to assume that human values have little to do with population trends, 
or to take the mystical attitude that while such values are related to pop- 
ulation problems, they are not researchable. The emphasis of Taeuber's 
paper upon the possibilities of research was commended. Davis pointed 
out that it is not broad value systems in andof themselves, but the condi- 












































tions of the day-to-day life of people that determine fertility behavior. 
Russell's discussion of the Middle Ages was offered as an illustration of 
this. It appeared in the third paper that the Church's answer to poverty 
is that too many babies are not desirable if they cannot be supported, but 
that only one method of limiting the number of children may be used, 
namely, abstinence, whether complete or periodic. The question is then 
raised as to the success of this method—to which the answer seems to be 
thatitis not very effective. It wouldseem that inthis instance the Church 
is in an untenable position, and that it will have to adapt to the realities 
of the situation if it is to hold its own people. Davis concluded with the 
observation that the description of the Catholic value system was not 
limited to a discussion of values only. Rather, the statement also con- 
tained existential propositions about divine authority and the divinely ap- 
pointed role of the Church in interpreting this authority which no scien- 
tist, as scientist, can accept as true. Consequently, it is not possible for 
the social scientist to fail to take issue with the statement in certain of 
its major parts. 


After thanking Gibbons for his careful and complete exposition of 
the Church's position, a member of the Association suggested that with 
respect to periodic continence there seems to be a logical gap in the 
Catholic argument —the concern over means in a case where the impor - 
tant element appears to be a particular end. To this Gibbons replied that 
although various means may achieve the same end, this does not make all 
equally acceptable. It was reported by another speaker from the floor 
that work done in Northern Ireland indicated that women of the Catholic 
Church do not think sterilization a concern of the Church and further that 
they believe it to be not an attack on their integrity but a wonderful thing. 
The idea expressed by Gibbons that research must be in agreement with 
moral principles was then discussed, the suggestion being offered that 
what is important is not whether one agrees with values but what the val- 
ues are, not only in theory but in practice. Davis indicated that this 
statement implicitly disagreed with the value system of the Church since 
value systems that are supernatural are not researchable. Two planes 
of investigation were then distinguished by Gibbons, the scientific and 
the theological; the latter is not subject to research. While the Church 
will defend the right of all persons to do what is right according to their 
consciences, itis not clear to some men what is natural and what is not, 
what is selfish and what is not. In such cases it is the function of the 
Church to make a definition. In bringing the discussion to a close the 
Chairman remarked that it was clear that people are influenced in their 
.  egmaumbia behavior by value systems, whether they obey or disregard 
them. 


At the dinner meeting Saturday evening, Conrad Taeuber, Presi - 
dent of the Association, presented a program organized around the topic 
"Resources for the World's People." The first paper, "Population and 
Scarce Food Resources" by John D. Black of Harvard University, began 
with a criticism of certain recent writings by ecologists for their failure 
to accept man on the same terms as other forms of life. Only for man 
do the ecologists consider it undesirable that a species expand tothe limit 
ofitsfoodresources. Actually the human species, in working toward an 
optimum productivity level in monetary terms, is simply approaching the 
"natural" balance in the use of resources that the ecologists seek, for 
money values are indicators of the relation between the needfor and the 
scarcity of different resources. Man does differ from other species in 
that he values more things than biological survival and is concerned for 
the future. It may be that sometimes he does not look out for the future 
well enough. Certain preparations for the future can best be made by 
nations rather than by localities or single operators. Conservation is 
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most safely analyzed in terms of land management, where it turns out in 
at least four out of five cases that maximization of net returns over a 
span of several years will build up rather than lessen productivity. The 
problem of population and food must be viewed in terms of existing or 
potential social units or aggregations rather than in terms of world totals 
of prospective food and population. Interchange of goods and of people 
between regions may be important but the countries with good diets, hav- 
ing escaped a Malthusian level of subsistence, must not dissipate their 
chance to assist other countries by measures apparently helpful but with 
the actual effect of dragging the more favorably situated nations down to 
the level of those they are trying to assist. The question is not whether 
the earth can feed its growing population. Of course it can, for otherwise 
the population would not grow. The important question is how large an 
increase in population the potential food supply will sustain. This depends 
upon the rate at which the different aggregations of people in the world 
reach the stage at which the arts advance faster than the population and 
the standards of living begin to rise. 


Speaking as an agronomist, Richard Bradfield, of Cornell Univer- 
sity, considered the subject "Soil Resources and the World's Food Supply." 
Bradfield began with the observation that in the great majority of cases 
it is not the agriculturalists who are pessimistic about the world's food 
supply, but the non-agriculturalists. He went on to point out that since 
the earth's crust contains, for all practical purposes, an inexhaustible 
supply of all known plant nutrients except nitrogen, of which there is an 
inexhaustible supply available in the air, it is clear that the earth is not 
going to run out of raw materials for soil building in the foreseeable fu- 
ture. In addition to the reserves of minerals in the subsoil, enormous 
reserves of materials for fertilizers are available in concentrated forms. 
Though there has been much misuse of soil resources in this country, 
the achievements of the Americanfarmer have been remarkable. Brad- 
field cited improved yields, both of crops and of livestock, obtained to 
date by better farmers and experimental stations, and indicated that what 
these operators have already been able to accomplish can be done by 
most agricultural producersinthefuture. To the potentiality of increased 
output of food per acre must be added the possibilities of expanding agri- 
culture into now uncultivated areas comprising nearly twenty-eight per 
cent of the world's landarea. The greatadvances ofthe past have brought 
the world to a stage where the problem of food can be attacked with con- 
fidence. Programs of research now should be intensified all over the 
world. Countries with highly developed agriculture can be of tremendous 
help in providing capital and the trained personnel necessary to imple- 
ment programs that research would indicate to be appropriate. If in the 
future the world is not better fed, it will not be a shortage of physical 
resources that is the cause, but poverty and ignorance. 


The management of resources under the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity was discussed by Gordon R. Clapp, Chairman ofthe Board ofthe TVA. 
Clapp stated that during its sixteen years of operation the TVA had con- 
centrated on three basic errors in the reorganization of the resources 
ofthe Valley: first, waste of sun and water; second, the destructive as- 
pects of the river andits tributaries; and third, the waste of human ener- 
gy. In the area of land management, knowledge about resources in the 
atmosphere and soil has begun to be applied on tens of thousands of 
farms. During the ten-year period ending in 1945, out of twelve million 
acres in the Valley devoted to agriculture, about one million have been 
shifted from rowcrops to covercrops. Pasture land has been increased 
and the rate of application of fertilizers has been accelerated. There 
have also been important improvements in the livestock industry. In 
these ways it has been demonstrated to the satisfaction of thousands in 
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the Valley thatit pays to adopt practices that make better use of sun and 
soil and develop a higher productive capacity. At present twenty-seven 
dams control major river floods and produce large quantities of electric- 
ity. Since 1933 the regions served by TVA electricity have increased 
their production and consumption of electric power ten times to a current 
rate of 10 billion kilowatt hours per year. The application of human energy 
to non-agricultural pursuits has been furthered by 2,100 new industrial 
developments and manufacturing operations that provide jobs for about 
290,000 people. Both the number of industries and the number of jobs 
have increased faster in the Valley than inthe country as a whole. Simul- 
taneously there has been a shift of people from rural areas to towns con- 
sequent upon the smaller need for human labor to till the soil. Itisim- 
portant to note that progress toward efficient use of resources in the 
Valley has just begun. The point of diminishing returns for the produc- 
tion of electric power has not been reached. 


Following the addresses, the question was asked from the floor 
why the Soil Conservation Service, Forest Service, and Bureau of Mines 
do not give such a glowing picture of the outlook for food production as 
was presented by the speakers. Conservation people, it was said, tend 
to credit the great recent crops to the weather. In reply, Bradfield re- 
sponded that this is a many-sided question, different groups having differ- 
ent objectives. The most convincing evidence of soil production possi- 
bilities is the fact of what has taken place. Worn-out soil will not give 
the yields that this country has had in the past. Weather is important, 
but productionis not all weather. Black continued the discussion by citing 
a recent survey by the Forest Service which had shown that the drain on 
lumber has almost been compensated for by new growth. The deficit 
comes in a shortage of mature timber. Black agreed that it is a real 
problem to produce saw-long timber, since the smaller trees that must 
be thinned out will not pay for the cost of cutting them. 


The fourth session, "Tools for Demographic Research," was held 
Sunday morning under the chairmanship of Philip Hauser of the University 
of Chicago. The meeting opened with a paper by T. J. Woofter, Jr., of 
the Federal Security Agency, on "The Relation of the Net Reproduction 
Rate to Other Fertility Measures." Three general uses to which the net 
reproduction rate has been put were distinguished: first, study of two or 
more populations in a given year or one population over time; second, 
analysis of factors affecting fertility; and third, prediction of the future. 
Especially in the last case confusion has resulted from careless use of 
the net reproduction rate by those not familiar with all of its assumptions. 
The principal objections that have been raised against the net reproduc- 
tion rate are that it applies only to females, thus omitting from consider - 
ation the sex ratio and the relative ages of the parents; that it assumes 
the continuance of the reproductive patterns of a given instant; and that 
it ignores the influence of past experience upon the current fertility of 
women. Several proposals for modifying the net reproduction rate were 
discussed, including male reproduction rates, which are analogous to the 
usual female rates and may be used together with the latter to get a meas- 
ure of the effect of the sex ratio and of differences in age-specific nup- 
tiality and mortality rates for males and females; nuptial reproduction 
rates of two types, those based on births of a single year standardized 
for duration of marriage, andthose involving the number of childrenever 
born to women married for varying lengths of time; generation rates, 
based on the total number of children born to a group of women who have 
completed the childbearing period; standardized quota reproduction rates, 
a new proposal to preserve the generation principle but with the exper- 
ience centered closer to the current year; and, finally, rates adjusted for 
birth order of children, either current year data or generation data being 
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used. It was pointed out that the rates summarized above fall into two 
general groups, those based on the experience of a single calendar year 
and perhaps subject to violent fluctuations, and those using the experience 
of the same group of women as they pass through life. The latter rates 
provide a less accurate representation of the immediate present but are 
more stable and take into account the effects of past experience. It was 
suggested that it may be impossible to develop a single measure that will 
reflect the condition of the moment and at the same time provide a basis 
for the measurement of underlying trends. 


The discussant for Woofter's paper was John Hajnal of the United 
Nations Population Division. Hajnal began with the contention that although 
measures of the generation type represent an important development in 
analytical technique, they are only incidentally connected with the prob- 
lem of reproduction rates. Whereas the usual marriage and fertility rates 
measure a "flow" of experiences per unit of time, generation measures, 
such as cumulated number of children born to women at a certain time, 
or proportions of persons inanage group who are or have been married, 
refer to the "stock" of certain events. Until recently measures of the 
"stock" type have been rarely used and the distinctions between them and 
the measures of the "flow" type have not been appreciated. A reproduc- 
tion rate essentially consists of the number of births that would be pro- 
duced during their lifetime by a cohort of persons subjected throughout 
life to a given set of frequencies of marriages, births, and deaths. The 
conventional net reproduction rate is only one computation of this sort 
and almost the simplest one. Itis often impossible to choose among al- 
ternative available rates any one which can be said to be the correct rep- 
resentation of an "underlying fertility pattern" of the population. The 
net reproduction rate gives a rapid method of getting a limited insight 
into the implications of the situation. It may be useful, for example, in 
determining how a population would grow with nineteenth century fertility 
and twentieth century mortality. This rate is not adequate for answering 
most sociological questions of causation, such as whether one section of 
the population marries earlier, nor is the rate appropriate for comparison 
with variations in the business cycles. The special advantage of the re- 
production rate is to indicate long-runimplications rather than to meas- 
ure short-run fluctuations. It is desirable that publications using such 
rates always include for the inspection of the reader the frequencies upon 
which the rates are based. 


At the request of the Chairman, Alfred J. Lotka commented briefly 
upon the topic under discussion. It was his opinion that modern develop- 
ments taking account of many special variables are to be praised and 
that the mathematical analysis is very much worth having. As a practical 
matter of finding out what is going tohappen in the near, and perhaps not 
so near, future, the arithmetical method as used by the Whelpton group, 
with such modifications as may present themselves, is likely to be the 
most useful. 


"Our Current Demographic Inventory: Review of Data from the 
Current Population Survey" was the subject of a talk by A. Ross Eckler 
of the Bureau of the Census. Eckler described the Survey as in effect a 
miniature census of the United States on a monthly basis, using an area 
sample based on pre-designation of dwelling units in specified small re- 
gions. The sixty-eight areas covered by the Survey include the thirteen 
most important cities and fifty-five counties or pairs of counties selected 
by a process of random numbers from strata of counties that have been 
setup. Within each ofthe sixty-eight areas small regions are designated 
for canvassing each month. Any given family is interviewed for six con- 
secutive months, part of the total panel of 25,000 households being changed 
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each month. The Current Population Survey is aimed primarily at deter- 
mining facts about the labor force but can be used to carry supplemental 
questions on various subjects. In addition to a monthly cross-section of 
the population it provides a record of changes in identical households 
over aperiodof months. Whenitis desirable to do so, the national sam- 
ple can be expanded in size to give data that are significant for smaller 
regions than the whole country, or the sample of a particular area may 
be expanded, as is being done currently in Chicago. Eckler reviewed the 
major types of current releases based upon the Current Population Sur- 
vey. These include: population classified by residence, marital status 
and families, education and school attendance, migration, laborforce and 
income, fertility, and housing. 


The third speaker was Calvin F. Schmid of the University of Wash- 
ington, who described "Washington's State-wide System of Census Tracts 
and Statistical Areas."" Because of tradition andthe usage of the Bureau 
of the Census, "census tract" is used in connection with large cities and 
their metropolitan districts, whereas "Statistical area" is applied to 
small cities andruralterritory. Both are small, homogeneous, presum- 
ably permanent areas used by various agencies for the tabulation and 
analysis of detailed data on a variety of subjects. In 1940 the only portion 
of the state of Washington divided into census tracts was the city of 
Seattle. It is anticipated that by 1950 Washington will be the first state 
to be "tracted" in its entirety. The purpose of setting up a state-wide 
system of census tracts and statistical areas has been to eliminate de - 
ficiencies of the old system of using election precincts, which suffer from 
the disadvantages of having changeable boundaries laid out for political 
convenience and of being often difficult, if not impossible, to identify in 
the field. Discussing the criteria and the techniques used in delimiting 
statistical areas and census tracts, Schmid directed attention primarily 
to the methods used in rural territory. In laying out the areas, the goal 
has been to define social and geographic entities, with permanency of 
boundaries a primary consideration. The size of the areas set up is 
chiefly determined by population, the average statistical area over the 
entire state having approximately 2,000 people. Boundaries are chosen 
so as tobe relatively permanent, clearly defined, and accurately named. 
The Bureau of Agricultural Economics and the Bureau of the Census will 
be given an opportunity to review and make suggestions regarding the 
completed preliminary draft of the areas for Washington. It is hoped that 
population and housing data collected by the Bureau of the Census will 
in the future be published for the statistical areas now being established. 


Opening the discussion of the second and third papers, Clarence 
F. Batschelett, of the Bureau of the Census, stated that the Bureau rec- 
ognizes the inadequacy of the areas used in some states. About ten 
states still have a voting precinct system involving changeable, hard-to- 
find areas. The Census would like to cooperate with more programs of 
the type now being conducted in the state of Washington, but such proj- 
ects cannot be carried out rapidly because of the many agencies and in- 
dividuals who must be consulted. Such a program is an extension to ru- 
rai areas of the basic principles usedfor census tracts. Those interested 
in having tracting done should get the local people to begin work now. 
Some twenty-three areas that have asked to be tracted for the 1950 cen- 
sus made their applications too late, and 1960 is close at hand. 


From the floor the need for the construction of better areas larg- 
er in size than a county but smaller than a state was pointed out, with the 
suggestion that areas with a common history be grouped together for this 
purpose. It was reported that though the Census has not published any 
material for areas of this sort, it did, in 1940, prepare a series of such 














subregions. The problem will come up again in connection with 1950 
migration tabulations. Although the difficulties of establishing such re- 
gions are numerous, the outlook is hopeful in light of the fact that 
equally serious obstacles encountered in attempting to set up metropoli- 
tan areas have been overcome successfully. 


At the final session a panel discussionon "The Future Course of 
Research in Fertility" took place, with Clyde V. Kiser of the Milbank 
Memorial Fund as Chairman. The first speaker was Howard C. Taylor 
of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, Columbia University, who dis- 
cussed "Physiological Factors and Their Control." Taylor reported that 
many new facts have been learned in recent years regarding ovulation 
and some groping efforts made towards its regulation. To date there has 
been no success in combating sterility by the use of chemical substances, 
but suppression of ovulation has been achieved. The method has not been 
used as a contraceptive measure, however, because of the expense in- 
volved, lack of information about permanent effects of treatment, and the 
fact that the action of the chemical substances extends to other functions 
than ovulation. With respect to the timing of ovulation considerable pro- 
gress has been made. Observation of body temperature is useful for de- 
termining when ovulation has occurred, but it is an incomplete source of 
information in that it will not predict an impending ovulation. Male steril- 
ity, which accounts for at least a third of sterile human matings, is due 
in part to obstructions in ducts and more often to defects in the sperm 
cells themselves. Techniques for examining the sperm have developed 
rapidly in recent years. In the field of spontaneous abortion, the belief 
that defective fetuses were probably due in large part to defects of the 
original ovum or sperm has tended to give way to the theory that abor- 
tion frequently arises from unfavorable uterine environment. Very few 
new principles have been introduced for contraceptive devices in the last 
few years, but there has been some improvement in materials. Because 
of great advances in the safety of surgery, there has been a rise in the 
use of Cesarean section and an increased acceptability for the procedure 
of post-partum sterilization. It is possible that in the future attention 
should be directed as much to the hospital as to the chemical laboratory 
for the solution of the contraception problem. 


Clarence Senior, of Columbia University, spoke on "An Approach 
to Research in Overcoming Cultural Barriers to Family Limitation." 
Senior was concerned principally with pre-industrial areas, where the 
chief problem with respect to fertility is whether one trait of a culture 
can be modified faster than the culture complex as a whole. Another 
field needing examination is the behavior of individuals in relation to the 
value system to which they presumably subscribe. Senior illustrated his 
discussion with an account of the spread of sterilization in Puerto Rico. 
Sterilization as a means of birth control began to be practiced by upper- 
class women twenty-five or thirty years ago, usually with the rationali- 
zation that whereas ordinary contraceptive methods involved a succession 
of sins, sterilization constitutedonlyone. The practice gradually spread 
to urban working families and to rural areas. The immediate effect of 
a pastoral letter attacking sterilization was a wave of inquiries as to the 
availability of the operation. Another pastoral letterinthe spring of 1949 
warned that a sterilized woman would not be admitted to Communion "un- 
less she has sincerely repented." Herein seems to lie the adaptation of 
the Church to the requirements of the situation. For specific research 
projects, Senior favored a shift in emphasis from broad outlines of value 
systems and institutions to the way in which people actually behave. Both 
the analysis of data already available and further field studies may be ex- 
pected to contribute substantially to our knowledge of ways to speed so- 
cial change in the field of fertility. 
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Speaking on the topic "Needed Research on the Fertility of Ne- 
groes," Ira deA. Reid, of Haverford College, began with the observation 
that there has been little recent work in this area, and such research as 
has been done has not been adequately inventive, answers being looked 
for in correlative evidence rather than in causes. There has resulted 
a widespread impression, not backed by scientific study, that a lowered 
fertility in Negroes is due in large part to the incidence of venereal dis- 
ease, malnutrition, and certain pathological conditions. One possible di- 
rection of future study would be work of the sort done in Indianapolis but 
directed toward the Negro community. This would be useful provided 
that it is desirable to keep the present frame of reference of race, with 
such categories as "native white," "Negro," and "nonwhite." There ap- 
pears to be a need, however, for abasic re-examination of these color- 
class categories. In contemporary usage, there is a tendency to use 
"white" and "nonwhite" not as classificatory structures indicating more 
or less amounts of a single quality —color—but as substantive structures 
with the implication that there exist separate, presumably homogeneous, 
groups. It appears that where theory and research are being related to 
visible physical differences, arefinement of concepts is essential to the 
understanding of fertility in socially differentiated groups. 


The remarks of Wilson H. Grabill, of the Bureau of the Census, 
on "Measures and Methods" were read by Paul C. Glick. Grabill ex- 
pressed the opinion that conventional reproduction rates will continue 
to be used widely in the future, both because of the lack of data necessary 
for further refinement, and because of the fact that it is not always pos- 
sible or advisable in every case to adjust the rates for all factors per- 
taining to fertility. Research is needed on the approximate error in the 
conventional rates, the optimum set of factors affecting fertility to be con- 
sidered, andthe quality of basic data. Expansion of the use of "distribu- 
tional analysis" wasforeseen. Grabill pointed out the importance of re- 
search by private organizations in areas dealing with intimate and per- 
sonal questions that cannot be asked by the government. The possibility 
that research in fertility will study past trends as well as possible future 
developments was noted. For the 1950 census, it is anticipated that more 
summary measures of differential fertility may be prepared. 


"Some Aspects of Research in Differential Fertility" was the topic 
ofa statement by Ronald Freedman of the University of Michigan, read 
by Wilbert E. Moore. Freedman pointed out that although the social and 
economic information already available for use in fertility analysis is 
valuable, other kinds of social and psychological data are needed to ac- 
count for fertility variation within the formal socio-economic categories. 
Itis anticipated that the Indianapolis study will help to advance the state 
of knowledge inthisarea. For example, the relationship between secular- 
rational indices and family planning status and size of family will be 
tested within socio-economic categories. After preliminary analysis of 
each of the independent variables and its association with fertility, it will 
be possible to study the interaction among social and psychological fac- 
tors. It may well be that such analysis of configurations of factors may 
be the most fruitful approach to understanding the social aspects of hu- 
man fertility. Because of the number of cases needed for completed anal- 
ysis of many interrelatedfactors, it is probable that for some time re- 
search will have to concentrate upon "crucial experiments," that is, upon 
important groups that are homogeneous in many significant respects. It 
may be desirable in the future for demographers to concentrate upon gen- 
eral research plans and analyses, turning over tothe specialized agencies 
now available the detailed field execution of the study. It may also be 
possible to include questions relating to fertility on the schedules of or- 
ganizations regularly making surveys of attitudes. 
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Moya Woodside presented "The Psychiatric Approach to Research 
Interviewing," taking for her point of departure the view that the small- 
scale qualitative study is an essential supplement to quantitative research. 
For such inquiries the investigator shouldbe a person with some psycho- 
logical training. The intimate data required for studies of fertility can- 
not be easily obtained. Itemized questionnaires and doorstep interviews, 
while adequate for some purposes, are unsuited to questions touching up- 
on involved personal and emotional reactions. The interviewer needs to 
have an awareness of psychological mechanisms such as ambivalence, 
repression, and rationalization. In studies of fertility it is as important 
to determine attitudes as actions. It is a question to what extent the in- 
terviewer should persist in attempting to obtain information, feeling that 
a completed questionnaireis his goal. Research interviewing should not 
and need not be a ruthless process. 


The final speaker on the panel was John D. Durand of the United 
Nations Population Division, who spoke on "Auspices of Research." 
Durand listedfour types of agencies for demographic research: individ- 
ual demographers, private organizations, government agencies, and in- 
ternational organizations. Projects undertaken by each will vary with 
their capabilities. Far from being obsolete, the individual investigator 
has much to do and it is desirable that better methods be developed for 
getting data into his hands. Private organizations have the advantage of 
being able to study anything that the sponsors consider appropriate. 
They are competent to do not only analysis but small-scale field studies. 
Collection of large-scale data is primarily a function of government 
agencies, which are also doing an increasing amount of analytical work. 
The professional staffs of government agencies are in a particularly ad- 
vantageous position because they can obtain information not generally 
available and are able to know the weaknesses of the data. On the other 
hand, their obligations as public servants prevent them from making de- 
cisions in controversial cases and require them to give first priority to 
the collection, rather than to the analysis, of data. International agencies 
are especially suited to broad studies of demographic problems. Fertility 
studies form animportant part of the United Nations research program. 


In the brief discussion following the remarks of the members of the 
panel, Senior called to the attention of those present a study of fertility 
in Puerto Rico now being carried out by the University of Puerto Rico 
and the Office of Population Research, Princeton University. The Chair- 
man stated that there has been some inquiry from Fisk University about 
the possibility of an Indianapolis type of study among urban Negroes. It 
was reported also that the role of attitudes and values in the demography of 
a Micronesian group forms part of a study now under way at the Peabody 
Museum, Harvard University.

CONFERENCE _iished at both the official and the private levels. The 

focus of interest ranges from what might be called the 
pure research approach of the International Union for the Scientific Study 
of Population through the demographic activities of the United Nations, 
where operational and policy utilization is a major function, to the overtly 
propagandistic and humanitarian. In 1946, the Swedish National Associa- 
tion for Sexual Knowledge at its Stockholm Congress passed a resolution 
that a conference be held in England in 1948 to establish international 
liaison between all societies interested in population problems and family 
planning. That Conference, organized by the Family Planning Association 
of Great Britain, with the financial assistance of Mrs. Margaret Sanger, 
was held in Cheltenham, England, in August, 1948. Its theme was im- 
plicit in its title: International Congress on Population and World Re- 
sources in Relation to the Family. Delegates from more than twenty 
countries attended. The major sessions covered the gamut of problems 
involved, from world resources and world population trends to sociologi- 
cal, religious, and political implications of planned family limitation in 
various countries. Working discussion groups struggled with the more 
technical problems involved in current research in problems of contra- 
ception, research in sub-fertility and sperm resistance, international 
liaison, and sex education and marriage guidance. In accordance with a 
resolution of the Congress, an International Secretariat has been estab- 
lished at the offices of the Family Planning Association of Great Britain, 
69 Eccleston Square, London, S.W.1.
